A question of as much, if not more, im- 


portance to the west, and to the whole 
country, as the silver question or free coin- 
age Act, ia tho final perfection and pas- 
sage of the Uw restricting foreign immi- 
gration. For months past herds ot foreign-

every hand. A few years ago tbe Chinese 
question was tho all absorbing 
topic. 


Men took the stump throughout the length 
and breadth of the west, and painted a 
piottiro of the future of the darkest char- 
acter.
